Claims 120, 123. 173 and 176 have been rewritten in independent form. 
Claims 132-143 and 183,194 have been allowed. 

All other claims have been canceled, including claim 180 that was rejected as 
being indefinite, thereby rendering moot the rejection of that claim under 35 USC 112..
